This is nowhere better seen than 
in the clever arrangement which 
the hermit crabs have made with 
those strange animals that look 
like flowers—the sea-anemones.

This im- 
munity is partly due to t he fact 
that itis provided with stinging 
threads which can be shot out and 
will penetrate the scales of a small 


fish and kill them. Then again, 
the larger fish find) the anemone 
undesirable because of ‘a slimy, 


highly objectionable secretion. from 
its skin. 

Our clever hermit knows that a 
big fish’s palate teeth are strong 
enough to crush his shell if the 
fish really wants’ a‘meéal of crab— 
fish 
will pass “him up if he cannot secure 
him, without getting a distasteful 
mouthful of anemone before it can 
crack his shell. So the crab joined 
forces with the anemone. In exchange 
for his .roofing service, the anemone 
gets free carriage to better feeding 
grounds -with a share of the crab’s 
food. 

There are many illustrations in 
botany of plants. that have taken 
particular care to insure that ants 
shall feed at home on their stems 
and leaves. Why? Because _ the 
ants, usually provided with formid- 
able jaws and stings, are deadly en- 
emies to the leaf-eating caterpillars 
and _ vegetat on-destroying insects 
which might threaten a plant’s life 
by stripping it -of its protective 
foliage. 

In the case of the cow-horn orchid 
which grows on trees in Central 
America, the plant has actually 
modified a part of its structure to 
make a permanent home for a pro- 
tective\ colony of ant-police! 

Orchids, having no roots in the 
soil, can only weather’ the hot, 
dry season by storing up moisture 
in long pod-like structures called 
“pseudo-bulbs.” In the cow-horn or- 
chid- these bulbs are extended (a 
foot or two long) and hollow. This 
arrangement , gives. the requisite 
water storage space in the walls 
and at the same time provides a 
long hollow gallery into which the 
ants can bring their nesting mater- 
ial and set up housekeeping. 

Here, no matter how hard it rains 
in the wet season, the ants can re- 
Main dry and be ready to sally forth 
in force on the appearance of any 
caterpillar or other enemy of the 
plant and its foliage. 

And here is the most amazing fea- 
ture of the whole arrangement; at 
the base of each of the long pseudo 
bulbs there is always a tiny door- 
way for the entrance of the ant: 
police!

W:HO CAN WEIGH A HAY STACK 


There are a number of ways of es- 
timating the amount of hay in oa 
stack. The various methods employ- 
ed seek as accurately as possible to 
arrive at the number of cubic feet in 
the stack, ‘then to divide this figure 
by the number of cubic’ feet per ton. 
First find the length of the stack, 
then its width, for the third dimen- 
sion, measure the distance over the 
stack from the ground on one side 
to the ground on the other by throw- 
ing a rope over the stack. With 
these three measurements multiplied 
together. the approximate number of 
cubic feet in the sfack will be found 
by dividing by one-third or one-quar- 
ter. If the stack is so built that it 
slants toward the top from close to 
the bottom of the stack, one-fourth of 
the product is taken; if the« stack 
goes up perpendicular or straight for 
about half its height and then slopes 
toward the top, one third of the. pro- 
duct is taken,

Those who have spon- 
sored this plan toincrease prices are 
confident that the few remaining 
companies will soon sign the agree- 
ment in order that it may become ef- 
fective.

on resolutions at the Wetaskiwin Fed- 
eral Constituency Convention held in 
Leduc recently, realized that.members 
of U.F.A. and U.F.W.A. are fast ap 
proaching the point where theorizing 
is not enough for them.

A vote on. proposed new building 
under the Muunicipal Hospital 
Scheme was «submitted to the rate 
payers residing in a large area: last 
year, but the proposal was defeated, 
the principal reason given being that 
the financial arrangement was not 
satisfactory. Had this vote ‘carried, 
no doubt Wetaskiwin would today 
have a complete modern hospital. 
which would be a credit to every en- 
terprising “and progressive resident 
of the district, and the government 
would not be forced to take the dras- 
tic action it did. : 

. Wetaskiwin must have a hospital, 
and it would be nothing short.of a 
‘calamity to have-the present building 
closed and not make provision for a 
place where the sick and accident 
cases of the community could be 
taken care of. The best financial ar- 
rangement possible should ‘be agreed 
upon by representatives from the 
City Council and the Councils of the 
Municipal Districts of Montgomery 
and Bigstone,. A preliminary meeting 
was held the evening the delegation 
returned from interviewing the De- 
partment of Health, when the order 
to close the hospital was given to 
His Worship Mayor Howatt. At this 
meeting, fifteen representatives were 
present, the Municipalities of Wetas- 
kiwin, Montgomery and Bigstone be- 
‘ing equally represented. Tentative 
plans were then made and all present 
were unanimously of the opinion that 
a hospital should be erected in We- 
taskiwin, the site to be agreed upon 
later. 

The question of an equitable finan- 
cial scheme whereby the three dis- 
tricts interested would pay a fair 
-proportion of fhe cost was referred to 
the Department, and this report is 
being anxiously awaited. In the 
meantime, everything is being done to 
further the project, and it is earnest- 
ly desired that the building can be 
‘completed this year. If this cannot 
be done, there is little doubt but that 
the Department will order the pres- 
ent building closed, and Wetaskiwin 
will be without a hospital.

TOURIST TRADE THIRD 
LARGEST IN DOMINION 


Tourist traffic to Canada during 
1930 was valued at $280,000,000. Tour- 
ists came into Canada during the 
same period in 5,409,458 automobiles, 
and stayed for periods yarying from 
24 hours to 20 days — and a few 
stayed longer. 

These two statements by the Do- 
minion Bureau of Statistics, issued 
recently, reveal the importance of the 
tourist trade to the Dominion, and in- 
dicate the far-reaching effect of the 
thousands who viewed Camada’s_beau- 
ties during each year. 

The outlook for the tourist trade in 
1931 is just as. bright as the pre- 
ceding year. - 

A high place in the industries of 
the Dominion has been awarded the 
tourist trade, and the thousands who 
flock to cities, towns and playgrounds 
throughout Canada win fjoy and 
pleasure in the scenic beauties and 
the health-giving jaunts. The wealth 
and pleasure are interlinked. 

Automobiles entering Canada dur- 
ing 1930 showed an increase of 900,- 
000 over the total entering the De 
minion during the preceding year. 

The total number of cars leaving 
Canada for tourist purposes was 746,- 
924, an increase of 127,352 over the 
preceding year. 


GERMANY’S DESPERATE PLIGHT 


To a world which gave vent last 
week to justifiable enthusiasm over 
the acceptance of President Hoover's 
debt plan, it probably comes as a 
shock to learn that Gérmany’s: finan- 
cial plight nevertheless is more des- 
perate than ever, and that country is 
hovering on the brink of ar catas- 
trophe. Dr. Luther, president of the 
Reichsbank, is back in Berlin from 
London and Paris, where he went in 
quest of one-year and two-year cred- 
its to Germany, aggregating between 
$500,000,000 and $750,000,000. Some 
half of these loans, it was planned, 
should be forthcoming from central 
banks of issue abroad, including the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York, and the rest from _ private 
banking consortiums in the leading 
credit centres. ; 

It was in_ Paris that the Germans 
encountered snags.. France ac- 
quiesces in the reasonableness of 
the Reich's right to ask for help 
and recognizes that its tottering 
financial structure is a matter for 
general rather than purely German 
concern. But France sets. condi- 


tions. They spring from her an- 
cient and inflexible demands for 
“suarantees.” Security, that is, 


against the peril of the re-strength- 
ened Germany that might succumb 
to her anxiety for revenge—remains 
the angle from which the French 
cannot be weaned, as they envision 
even the suppilant “traditional foe.” 

What France specifically requires 
as the price of participation in the 
financial rescue of the Reich is (1) 
cessation of the construction of the 


powerful “pocket battleship” Deut- 
schland, recently launched; (2) dis- 
solution of politico-military organi- 
zations like the Steel Helmets, 
which stage periodical warlike 
demonstrations, and ‘(3) abandon- 
ment of further efforts to bring 


about a customs union with. Aus- 
tria. Evidently events dre crowd- 
ing to a crisis and to a point where 
the Germans must choose between 
governmental bankruptcy ann ac- 
ceptance of Franece’s terms.

It 
would be a fitting display of their 
appreciation, as wejl as of enlight- 
ened self-interest, if they come to 
the “conclusion that, high as they 
may find the cost, it is not too 
heavy -a one to bear for the greater 
things at stake. To keep the 
Reichsbank intact is a vital neces- 
sity. Neither the 10,000-ton Deut- 
schland nor immediate tariff An- 
shluss with Austria, by any stretch 
of the imagination, can ba so de- 
scribed. Nor is the Germans’ pres- 
ent frenzied exportation of their 
own capital, through investment in 
foreign currency, @ reassuring sign 
to the rest of the world that they 
cherish confidence in their own 
strength and their ability to 
weather the storm through which 
the Reich is now passing.—Washing- 
ton Star. 


TROPICAL VALLEY 
f IN NORTH SOUGHT 


A search for a hidden tropical val- 
ley in the mountainous sections of 
northern British Columbia : where 
rare biological and botanical speci- 
mens are believed to exist, is the ob- 
ject of an expedition headed by Dr. 
J. Norman Henry, of Philadelphia, 
which Ieft Edmonton last week for 
the north. . 

The members of the expedition in 
clude Dr. and Mrs, Henry, H. G. Mc- 
Cusker,, Canadian Government Topo- 
|grapher who has been loaned to the 
party to chart the region, about which 
very little is known, and Dr. Ben- 


jamin H. Chamblee, who will act as 


physician. 

Travelling first to the Peace River 
country in Northern ‘Alberta over 
Canadian National Railways and then 
into the Peace River block in British 
Columbia to Fort St. John, they join 
eleven guides headed by Stanley 
Clarke, outfitter of Entrance, Alber- 
ta,their pack train of 80 horses, and 


om June 30. start on. a 35-day trek] 


northward to the confluence of the 
Toad and Liard rivers. The exact ge- 
ographicaI spot where this union 
takes place is not definitely known, 
but it is in this vicinity that Dr. 
Henry’s party hopes to discover one 
of the tropical valleys. 

Dr. Henry will present any new 
specimens of fauna and flora to the 
Academy of Natural Science at Phila- 
delphia for exhibition and study. At- 
tempts will also be made to catch.a 
rare fish said to exist in lakes in that 
region. It is known as “Iconita” and 
is said to live at a depth of 200 feet. 
_ The expedition will take Bbout 
three months. Five thousand pounds 
of provisions have already been 
cached on Prophet River, the half- 


way mark between Fort St. John and-}- 


the Liard River. The final destina- 
tion on the Liard River is more than 
800 miles north of ‘Edmonton, Al- 
berta.

The moths of 
this species will not be flying before 
August 1st, and all summer fallow 
work should proceed as usual all

The possibility of an outbreak of 
army cutworms depends entirely on 
the weather of the next four 
months. The cultivation of fields 
during July will have little or no 
influence on the infestation of this 
cutworm next year since’ these 
moths do‘ not begin to lay eggs until 
after September 1st. 

The presence of a large number 
of “millars” at this time means very 
little as far as the general cut- 
worm situation for next year is 
concerned. For this reason, farmers 
are urged to carry on with their sum- 
mer fallow operations during July, 
but to leave the grounds untouched 
during August and the first half of 
September 80 as to avoid pale west- 
‘ern cutworm losses next year.
